Is Constitutional 


QUESTION OF VALIDITY AROSE 
IN NEGOTIATIONS FOR TRANS: | 
FER OF NATURAL RESOURCES: 
FROM THE DOMINION TO THE, 
PROVINCE OF ALBERTA. 


By a unanimous judgment the su- | 
preme court of Canada yesterday mor- 
ning decided that section 17 of the | 
Alberta act “is not in whole or part | 
ultra vires of the parliament of Can- | 
ada.” 


This section of the Alberta act re- 
fers to separate schools in the prov- 
ince. It provides that section 93 of 
the British North America act (which, 
subject to certain provisions, gives ta 
provincial legislatures authority to en- 
act laws relating to education) shall 
apply to Alboria with the substituting 
for the first paragraph of section 93, 
‘the words: 

“Nothing in any such law shall pre- 
judicially affect any. right or privi- 
lege with respect to separate schools 
which any class of persons have at 
the date of the passing of thig act 
under the terms of chapters 29 and 
30 of the ordinances of the Northwest 
Territories, passed in the year 1901, 
or with respect to religious instrue- 
tion in any public or separate school 
as provided in said ordinances.”

in 1905, means that the federal. gov- 
ernment has the right to demand that

the syndicate this year. Three se 
parate drilling campaings are plan- 
jned with an outfit for each. 

W. G. Rowe, Ontario operator, is 
staying in Alberta to take charge of 
operations. He is leaving for the 
field next week to make a topograph- 
ical survey of the whole area. 

‘The Cypress Hills arca is similar 
to the Kevin-Sunburst field, but has 

‘infinitely greater possibilities,” Mr. 
Rowe says. “We have the most pro- 
;nounced structure that has ever been 
| discovered in this provinee, with large 
| closures on both sides. On one side 
| the closure is 900 feet and on no side 
jis it less than 260 feet.” .

The 
leases are situated in townships 7 and 
8, ranges 1 and 5, west of the 4th.

The Supreme Court of Canada un- 
anintously decided that the gold and 
silver in Hudson's Bay Company land 
was owned by the crown, The case 
ran away bac to Restoration days, 
when Charles the Sccond was king. 
Charles granted a charter to Prince 
Rupert and his Company of Genlte- 
men Adventurers, which gave them 
empire over a vast territory about the 
Hudsen’s Bay. They were “absolute 
lords and proprietors.” In express 
terms they were given “a] mines, roy- 
al as well discovered as not discover- 
ed of gold, silver, g¢ms and precous 
tones to be found of discovered with- 
in the territories, limits and places 
aforesaid.” 

Shortly after Canada beeame a Do- 
minion, the Hudson's Bay Company 
surrendered its northern empire, re- 
prey western scttlement lands in 
exchange.

oO ne of the sure figns of spring about the Cana- 

dian Pacific Express yards in Montreal is the 
appearance of large consignments of maple sugar pass- 
ing throwrh thelr. hands for local distribution and 
outside shipment. Some of the shipments are des- 
tined to points out west. In the main these are to 
former residents of Quebee who become homesick for 
this Canadian delicacy and send an order through 
their friends in the east 

The maple sugar industry is one that has been 
carried on in Quebec for many years. The syrup 
and sugar made in this province have established a 
reputation for purity. Adulterating the syrup with 
cane sugar As a practise that is strictly guarded 
againet 

()id-time maple sugar bees are still held all —_ 
the prevince with the melting of the snow and the 
first running of the sap in the trees at around the 
end of March and the first two weeks of April, while 
the product is one of the most useful appertaining to 
the farming industry since it brings in much needed 
money at a time when that commodity is scarce. 

A good example of a typical French-Canadian 
maple syrup farm is the one owned by Hiram Foster, 
at Knowlton, Quebec. In this case the trees, 'vhich 
number 1,400, are tapped in mid-winter by mer who 
travel the woods on snowshoes and commence the 
work. The trees are tapped at the «now line, 
which is about three or four feet from the 
ground, By gathering time the cans are high above 
the ground. Large trees take two cans and small ones 
one can, while the trees are never tapped in the same 


places as in former year. 

The method of tapping is to the cans on the 
taps and allow the sap to “- into and all cans 
are properly protected so that no unsanitary and 
foreign substances can collect in them. The success 
of any season depends largely on the weather. The 
best seasons are those when there are night frosts 
— snow still on the ground which thaws during 

ay. 

The maple trees attain a cireumference in some 
cases of ten to twelve feet. The method when the 
sap is gathered is to bring it to a shack in the woods 
and boil it until all the water evaporates and pure 
maple syrup is left.

The Good Book telis that “Six day« 
shalt thou labor,” but an ingenicrs 
exponent of the Bible answers: 

“Those who approve the five-day 
working week will probably day tit 
the important ‘commatid’ is “ihou 
shalt Jabor and do all thy work,” 
that the “six days’ was the meaecire 
of time required in periods when 
there were no labor-saving inventions 
or quick transportation. Undoubtedly 
a man can do more work in five days 
now than he could accomplish in «ix

or walked on fooipaihes, 
and when there were no inbor-saving 
devices,” 

This is very plausible, but one 
wonders where it will all end. The 
food of the world obviously can not 
be produced from forty-four per 
week labor; transportation cannot be 
conducted on a forty-four-hour 
per week basis, either on land or sca; 


nor can steel be produced for con 
struction, homebuilding, and city- 
building on this labor basis. The 


farm is a seven-day week proposition 
and must always remain so. -Jlere 
we are up against a fact, not ‘a theory 
and noihing can change it, Even the 
present urban scheme of work is 
indolent by comparison. 

The tevitable social and economic 
anawer to a five-day-week is an 
increase in the price of food products

Or, as a first effect, 
spectacular rural depopulation, as a 
reaction to so attractive an 
urban scheme of life, followed by a 
period of wholesale starvation, lead- 
ing to the high agricultural price 
level.
